As 
the democratic vote in Rockcastle

859. candidates to get ^ the ^ew- 
ocratic ballot must ha^■e uoi less 
than 26 and not more than 86 
names on each petition. The re- 
pub^n vote for Taft waa logS so 
that republican cndidates must 
get not less than 31 and not ^^ur^ 
than io» names to t^v«i p^ution-. 
As progressive |v>lled 559 
votes for RoQsevelt, they tpnst gel 
not less than if> and not aiare than 
56 votes on petitions. 

The primary election law .^ays 
that ao candidale oaa Relhls aame 
upon the hallut of his parly nntU 
he has hied his petition, stating 
the otticc fo. which he is a caudi- 
'ilntei bis name, age, posUjffict? 
address, political affiliatlona and 
all oth'M- legal qualifications, and 
pledging himself If nominati d, 
not to withdraw, and, il elected, to 
qualify for the <^Bce. 

Along with his petition each 
candidate must file a nominating 
petition, signed by electors of his 
city, county or district each of 
whom must declare intention to 
support the candidate for whom, 
thev :;ign, and none of whom shall 
sign unv other such paper for 
another seekhm tbe asme ottee. 
In addition to his name each signer 
must .irive the location of his resi- 
dence—street number if il bu in a 
city— and tbe date of signing. 

No peron can sign the nominat- 
ing petition of'any candidat" in any 
political party other than that of 
which the signer is a niembei, that 
is to say. say man wbo is regist- 
ered as a Progressive, or who is 
known to have voted as a Pro 
gressive. c^nviot sign the petition 
of a Republicsn or a Democrat or 
vice versa. 

Candidates for connty o^ces can 
secure names from any precinet 
they wish, or all from one precinct 
but the namea from each preciaci 
must Bot be fixad— in olacr words 
the nanie.s fnim each precinct must 
appear un separate sheets, with 
the name of the precinct at the top 
of tbe sheet 

Candidates for oftct ahonld be 
certain to secure o\er 3 percent, 
of their party vote m the last 
presideniial etoetioa. Otherwise 
their petitions will be thrown out. 
More than ten per cent is t'(|ually 
as fatal as less than three per cent.

"Where a territory is voted dry, wa 
intend that it shall be really dry. 

"We demanded of congress and se- 
eored the passage of the Webb law 
aft*r years of effort, and we have no 
intention of letting a stream of whisky 
flow into dry territory protected by 
the excuse of a right to get the stuff 
for personal use. 

"It la this very personal us* traiB* 
which w* lBt*tti to atop. 

"If the country is to be taught tem- 
perance by our efforts, this shipping of 
liquur to ihe homes must be stopped. 
Tills is tbe logical attitude of the Anti- 
Saloon Icagae. 

"Haviag. as we claim, the right to 
aecure the regulation of tbe people in 
their persoiial habits, so far as the use 
of liquor is concerned — not only in 
public, but in their homes — we will 
seek to uae the strong arm of th* law 
In enforcing oar plaaa. 

"To this end elforis ar* being made 
,to have enacted in all the states lawn 
similar to the Kentucky statute which 
prohibits express and railroad com- 
panies from carrying liquor from a 
'wet' eoaaty to a 'dry' county for per 
Boaal use. 

"Therf will be real prohibition when 
a mail can not ^et a quart of liquoi 
shipped to him for his household use. 
but it is surely coming, and the people 
of Keatoeky aad the rast of the coun- 
try niay aa wall ffapars te 
the day."
